Wills further described the G overnor’s “ uncompromising 
selfishness” as the “greatest incentive which Republicans, and 
particularly young Republicans, have for rallying to a cam 
paign which will take the government of Pennsylvania from 
the hands of a would be dictator and return it to the people.” 
I he chairman made this appeal in a letter to officers and 
members of the Young Republican State I ominittee. In tin* 
message, Wills reviewed the recurring deadlocks in the Legis 
lature and charged the G overnor’s “ inability to think of any­ 
body but himself,’* is responsible for the present situation in 
the Assembly. 
“All that the Legislature has tried to do during the past 
five months has been nullified or blocked by Governor Earle’s 
uncompromising selfishness, Chairman VC ills said.
